Glandular System 
Of late years, medical science 
has found that the body’s intricate 
glandular system is the chief reg­ 
ulator of this orderly pattern of 
development from infant to adult 
and consequently a good deal of 
attention has been given to the 
problem of controlling height 
Some 
information 
has 
been 
gathered concerning the various 
glandular disorders which may be 
responsible for failure to grow 
normally and in some cases, treat­ 
ment with glandular extracts has 
been found helpful. 
Recently, Dr. Jam es K. Fancher 
of A tlanta. Georgia, has made a 
study of IOO children who were 
growing too rapidly or too tall, 
and has found that in many of 
these cases it is possible to check 
or stop abnormal growth com­ 
pletely. He treated 67 of them with 
glandular extract* over a long 
enough period of time to determine 
what effects might be obtained. 
Height Range 
The patients ranged in height 
from two inches below the high­ 


est calculated average height to 
l l inches above the highest norm a’ 
height. 
The average was 
3H 
inches above the highest normal 
height. The excessive growth evi­ 
dently had no effect on norma! 
maturing. The m aturing period 
occurred during the eleventh and 
twelfth years in the m ajority of 
patients. 
The most difficult patients to 
treat were those who had very tall 
parents. Most of the patients were 
of better than normal intelligence 
and got along well in school. 
According to Dr. Fancher, the 
chief cause 
for 
the excessive 
growth is excessive activity of the 
front part of the pituitary gland 
w hich is located at the base of the 
brain. A large number of prepara­ 
tions ware used in the treatm ent 
such as testosterone, stilbestrol, 
thyroid extract, calcium or lime 
preparations and vitamin D. 
It would appear that the best 
results were obtained by using 
stilbestrol with calcium and vita­ 
min 
D. The average time 
of 
treatm ent wa? about 18 months 
per patient. No ill effects occurred 
in any instance. Under this treat­ 
ment six of the patients did not 
grow at all. The average growth 
in all casts was only 1-4/5 inches. 
We are still far from being able 
to give every one the exact stature 
he feels would be ideal, but this 
study indicates that where over­ 
growth is a real handicap, it may 
actually be checked by the giving 
of stilbestrol, calcium and vitamin 
D. Of course, such treatm ent must 
be carefully planned by the physi­ 
cian, and continued over a long 
period of time, in ordvr to obtain 
effective results.

Acheson? emergence as top state department man on interna­ 
tional poi:*, k a1 r atter# however, Is only beginning to come to the 
fore. He recs me a headline stealer only recently during the height 
of the Vjgos.av crim*, where he maneuvered the whole business 
going to his chief State Secretary James Byrnes, and President 
Truman only for final approval of step# he was 
ready to Uke. 
However, to those who have followed him, 
recognition of Acheaon cornea belatedly. He ha# 
soaked up the atmosphere of the state depart­ 
ment for several years and has acquitted himself 
wei,’ at both the UN KRA conference and the B a t­ 
ton Woods conference on the monetary fund and 
the International bank. 
Since Byrnes became secretary of state over a 
year ago, Acheson ha* been In charge of th* de­ 
partment directly more days than Byrnes. The 
fatter has spent more than eight months of hi* 
first year in office away at international confer­ 
ence# than at his desk In th* department. 
Acheson la becoming known for his swift think­ 
ing and 
m art repartee s t preps conferences. Asked once why he 
refused *o comment on a story already published bv the British 
foreign office, he explained that protocol forbade him discussing th# 
subject Pressed as to why he refused comment wh»n the British 
officer already had spoken, Acheson replied: "Perhaps it t* becanca 
I am better disciplined than he la.”
